The following- good advice from one 
of the leading negroes of the South 
was published in the State, of Colum- 
bia, S. C. : “This is to whom it con- 

cerns, and it concerns every man of the 
South that’s working for small wages. 
It is intended for the man in black. I 
want to call your attention to the fact 
that unless at this point, where you are, 
you stop and turn back from the way 
of handling yourself and others, the 
future will prove fatal. We will be 
without homes and without work. We 
must learn to stick to our employment 
and do it as it should be done. We must 
realize that we are poor, with no means 
to live, except labor. We are sleeping 
on our rights, when we fail, in any 
form, to give satisfaction. We hear 
the chick ering voice of a man from 
across the sea. He is in search of labor. 
They come in all forms, from silk hats 
to overalls, looking for work of every 
description. 

So we must realize the trouble that is 
at our door, let me advise you to stop 
and consider our condition and lead a 
more temperate life. Let the best 
thinking negroes draw a picture for the 
ignorant. Put your minds together, as 
men of war ; there is plenty of work to 
be done. W’e can do it as well as the 
foreigners, and if we don’t turn around 
and make a better start it will be too 
late. The foreigners are coming fast 
to the American soil and are filling up 
the south as well. They are taking the 
place of the negro and the poor white 
man. Let’s stop and think what to do. 
W r hat will become of these two races 
that are in sack cloth and ashes? The 
alms houses and chain gangs will be 
filled with vagrants; so let us make a 
start to-day and try to do better work

Washington, Feb. 28.— The National 
Association of Mexican war Veterans 
have just concluded their annual con- 
vention. There were only fifty mem- 
bers present, although there are 3,700 
veterans of that struggle still alive. 
Death however is fast thinning the 
ranks that once faced the armies of 
Santa Ana. On Friday the veterans 
paid their respects to Congress, , were 
photographed on the steps of the war 
Department, were received by the 
President in theEastRoom of the White 
House, and wound up a trenuous day as 
guests at a reception given in their 
honor by the Dames of 1846. The 
principal business of the convention 
was consideration of bills now pending 
in Congress to increase the pensions 
paid to the veterans of the Mexican 
W ar. Congress was told that $5, 000, 000 
would be sufficient to meet the increase 
during the first year, nad that thereaf- 
ter the decrease in the number of vet- 
erans from death would average 25 per 
cent, each year. The aged warriors de- 
clare that none of those who crossed 
the Rio Grande against the armies of 
Mexico will be left at the expiration of 
five more years.

That the Senate Committee has re- 
ported the Hepburn rate bill with an 
amendment providing for judicial re- 
view really means little. It is recog- 
nized generally now that the fight will 
come anyway on the floor of the Senate, 
and that whatever amendments are 
made will be made there. Little doubt 
is expressed that whatever bill is pass- 
ed will have incorporated the right of 
judicial review of the decisions of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Without this saving clause, it is con- 
tended, any bill would be unconstitu- 
tional. In support of this contention it 
is pointed out that the Constitution pro- 
vides that private property shall not be 
taken without due process of law, and 
any statue empowering a commisison to 
reduce or increase railroad rates comes 
directly under this provision, because 
railroad rates are private property. If 
the rate is decreased, the property of 
the railroad is taken ; if the rate is 
raised, the property of the shipper is 
usurped. Thus, it is argued, if the 
government is to interfere with the 
property, the method must be in con- 
formity with the Constitution, and pro- 
vision be made in any statue delegating 
this extraordinary authority. This 
method is followed in every state hav- 
ing a railroad commission, and the 
friends of the President are urging him 
to make certain, by adopting this 
method of judicial review, that the bill 
to be reported willl not be shorn of all 
power on the grounds of unconstitution- 
ality.
